New York, July 14.—[Special.]—While the 
coterie of Washington, Chicago, and New 
York bull operators were struggling witha 
refractory sugar market today curious facts 
relating to the sugar trust were going the 
rounds on Wall street, and more curious 
speculations were being indulged by the 
best informed. ‘es 

Standard Oil is deep in Sugar—so deep that 
a few brokers, secretive ones at that, say in 
whispers that Standard Oil controls the 
Bugar trust. Haif a dozen others, less se- 
cretive, but just as well informed, declare in 
frank speech that great blocks of the trust's 
stock have been shorn off by the Standard 
Oil buyers, while every operator in the 
stock, save Henry O. Havemeyer and John 
BE. ries, has been ‘asleep. The last seems 
true. The Rockefellers, John D. and Will- 
jam, Daniel O'Day, H. M. Flagler, and H. H. 
Rogers have been the buyers. Wall street 
estimates. their holdings at 150,000 to 200,000 
shares. The entire issue of common stock 
js 875,000 shares. The Rockefeller clique 
has bought subterraneously, as usual. The 
buying has been going on two months or 
more through Dominick & Dickerman, Haile 
& Stieglitz, Jesup & ont, Moore & 
Schiey, Van Emburg & “Atterbury, and 
others. 4 

Rumored Change in Directory. — 

Two weeks ago there was an intimation 
on ‘the street that at the next sugar trust 
meeting there would be a change in the 
directory. “he rumor was intangible, but 
additionally it was said that the new di- 
rectors would represent much greater | 
wealth than the Havemeyers possess. It 
was not at that time generally known that. 
the Standard Ojl people were buying the 
stock, and the rumor died. Now it is re- 
viyed, and various interpretations are put 

upon it.- Some Wall street men believe Mr, 

Havemeyer will retire from the trust and 
others that he is still a minority stockholder 
with Standard Oil support freely accorded 
him. . 

Certain it is that the Standard Oil company 
is not now the commercial antagonist of 
the sugar trust that it was when it an- 
nounced its affiliation with the Arbuckles in 
a competitive enterprise and the sugar trust 
retaliated by buying the Woolson Spice com- 
pany’s plant. The two mighty trusts 
then appeared at sword’s points. It 
has only recently been discovered that 
the aim of the Standard Oil people 
in that move was to force sugar trust 
siocks down for the purpose of buying 
rather than to enter seriously into the busi- 
ness of sugar refining. | 


Depressed the Stock. 

A sugar and coffee war, inaugurated by 
the Havemeyers in March, was the first and 
last test of strength between the sugar trust 
and the Standard Oil company. There was

Nobody who knows Havemeyer credits the 
story which a few Wall street men affect to 
believe that the Rockefeller clique stole a 
March on him in their sugar deal. He is. 
shrewd enough and wealthy enough hold 
control of the trust if he wants it. 


Havemeyer Not Frozen Out. 

It is pointed out that if upon the discovery 
of the Standard Oil purchases Havemeycr 
had wished to circumvent them he would 
have bought heavily inthe market. But the 
Havemeyer interest ceased its operations %n 
the stock market, and the Standard Oil in- 
terest continued to buy without selling. 
From this coincidence it has been surmised 
that the most cordial relations now exist 
between them, and that whatever, if any, 
change is made in the management of the 
sugar trust at the September meeting of di- . 
rectors will be jointly agreed upon. 

The heavy acquisition of sugar trust stock 
by the Standard Oil people is considered to 
imply that, whatever may be done now, the 
oll monopoly will eventually own and con- 
trol the entire stock and properties of the 
sugaf trust. The Standard Oil company is 
already the richest and most formidable 
corporation in the world. It controls rati- 
roads, and had affected governments. By 
acquiring an ascendency in the sugar trust, 

. the next most powerful aggregation of cap- | 
ital, its strength is made tremendous. 

The aggregate market value of Standard 
Oil interests is fully $1,000,000,000. In the 
last six years the sugar trust has made $13,- 
000,000 in trade, so an idea may be had of 
the vastness of this combination.

TIRADE BY THE SULTAN. 


COMMANDS THE MINISTERS TO SIGN 
THE PRELIMINARIES. 


He Claims His Sentiments Are Pacific 
and Says He Believes the Powers 
Want Peace — Concession of Two 
Million Pounds in the Indemnity— 
English Newspapers Discuss War 
Possibilities and the Coercion of 
Tarkey. 


{SPECIAL CABLE. 

London, July 14.—The Standard has re- 
ceived a dispatch dated Constantinople, 
July 12, stating that the Porte has agreed to 
reduce the war indemnity demanded from 
Greece from £8,000,000 to £6,000,000, at the 
Same time declaring that that is the ex- 
treme limit of concession it will make. 

It is stated that the Grand Vizier had a 
long and stormy interview with M. Nelidoff, 
the Russian Ambassador, in which the lat- 
ter insisted that the Turks must evacuate 
Thessaly. To this the Grand Vizier replied 
that Turkey would comply with the demand 
when Russia evacuated Kars and Batoum. ” 

Another dispatch to the Standard, dated 
yesterday, says that ministerial councils 
were held on Sunday and Monday, the result 
of which was a long report stigmatizing the 
concert of the powers as a league of the 
cross against the crescent. The Sultan 
answered this report with the following 
irade: 

“I am convinced that the efforts of the 
powers are directed entirely to the main- 
tenance of peace. It is the plain duty of 
Turkey, whose sentiments are likewise pa- 
cific, to put an end to the present abnormal 
situation. I consequently command my 
Ministers to find the necessary means for 
concluding the negotiations, if possible, and 
to sign the preliminaries by Thursday.”’ 

The correspondent, while admitting that 
the irade may be another ruse, maintains 
that his report is accurate. 

The Standard, in an editorial that is ap- 
parently officially prompted, conveys the 
idea that the meeting of the cabinet tomor- 
row will aim to arrive at a definite decision 
regarding the coercion of Turkey. It fur- 
ther seems to suggest that a scheme is afoot 
by which Great Britain and Russia will apply 
force to the Ottoman Empire, the other pow- 
ers consenting. The paper says: “ The 
aversion of this country to anything ap- 
proaching war is well known, but public 
opinion, while deprecating anything like 
isolated action, would doubtless approve of 
our acting vigorously in conjunction with 
other powers.

Terrell Would Not Wait to Dine, but 
Had a Special Morning 
Audience. 


Constantinople, July 14.—Last week Minis- 
ter Terrell left Constantinople for Washing- 
ton, his successor, Dr. Angell, being expect- 
ed to arrive soon. The leave-taking was 
Serene with an incident known only to a 

ew. 

It is the custom when a foreign Minister 
or Ambassador retires or is recalled from 
office that, in deference to the Sultan, he pay 
a final visit to the Friday Selamlik, when the 
Sultan goes in state to prayers at the mosque 
opposite the imperial grounds. Ina pavilion 
adjoining the palace entrance is a room re- 
served for thé diplomatic corps, who may 
witness the gorgeous pageant from the win- 
dows. Here they are entertained as the 
guests of the Sultan during the service in 
the mosque, which no non-Mussulman may 
attend and where the Sultan is praying for 
the sins of the Islam world. ; 
_ In conformity with this unwritten law of 
official etiquette Judge Terrell attended the 
Selamlik on the Friday before his depart- 
ure. He then informed the palace officials 
of his intended return to the United States 
and the date of his leaving, whereupon it 
was intimated to him that he would be in- 
vited to dine with the Sultan once more be- 
fore he left Constantinople. The days 
passed, but no message came from the pal- 
ace. At last the day before the sailing came, 
-when he was to be entertained at a farewell 
dinner by the United States Consul General. 
This day had been looked forward to with 
trepidation, for an invitation from the Sul- 
tan, no matter at what late hour, takes 
precedence over every other. 

A messenger from the palace brought him 
an invitation to dine there on the following 
evening. Now it remained to be seen what 
this American representative would do. 
Would he remain over another week for the 
next steamer and accept this late hospital- 
ity? Would he have the hardihood to de- 
cline an imperial invitation? The good favor 
which Mr. Terrell had enjoyed at the palace 
would naturally seem to timeline him to a 
consideration of the Sultan’s request. The 
messenger, however, returned with the most 
unusual and probably unprecedented answer 
—regrets. .The answer was couched in the 
most delicate terms possible, stating that 
unalterable arrangements for this journey, 
whose date had been set weeks beforehand, 
made it impossible to defer it, much as it 
pained the Minister not to be able to be again 
received by his Majesty. 

That evening, at the farewell dinner at the 
Pera Palace Hotel, the dragoman from the 
legation entered the room with a message 
from the palace again asking if it would not 
be possible to dine the next evening with the 
Sultan. Another regret, with elaboration of 
the urgency of departure on the morrow, was 
returned, and then the guests at table fell 
to speculating upon the probable surprise 
this answer would produce at the palace, 
which was perhaps having its first experi- 
ence with a man who wanted to go home 
more than to dine with the Sultan. 

Early next. morning a third messenger hei 
rived at the United States Legation asking 
if the Minister would come that mor#ing to 
the palace and be received in private audi- 
ence. This invitation was gladiy accepted, 
and on arriving there Mr. Terrell was told 
in the ante-chamber that he had spoken of 
his departure as being on Wednesday, the 
day following, which Mr, Terrell thought 
might have possibly been true, although the 
date given was the 15th, which was Tues- 
day. There was a margin, at least, for mis- 
takes on both sides. 

Mr. Terrell was received most graciously 
by the Sultan, who made no allusion what- 
ever to the exchange of invitations and re- 
grets, but sustained an animated conversa- 
tion of more than an hour, in which he man- 
ifested unwonted exuberance of spirits. 
Things in general have been going the Sul- 
tan’s way. of late, leaving most of the fret 
and worry to the Ambassadors of the pow- 
ers. It is a matter of no little satisfaction 
to Mr. Terrell’s friends that the United 
States Minister at this last moment of his 
stay in the Ottoman city was the object of 
excepional imperial consideration.

GOMEZ 1S ADVANCING WESTWARD, 


Weyler Orders a General Concentra-

A hard fight has taken 
place near Yaguajay, Remedios, Santa Clara 
Province, in which which the Spanish, com- 
manded by Colonel Albergoti, were badly 
defeated, leaving their dead and wounded on 
the field. Five Spanish officers were Killed 
and many wounded. The Spanish lost nine- 
ty-seven killed. 

The train that left Gibara, Puerto Prin- 
cipe, on Friday morning has been blown up 
with dynamite by the insurgents. The in- 
surgents are still very active in Havana and 
Pinar del Rio Provinces. 


MERCHANTS ARRESTED BY WEYLER. 


One Huandred and Fifty Prominent 
Spanish Residents of Havana 
Land in Jail.

Hearst.]—The announcement that by or- 
der of one of Weyler’s military fiscals 130 
of the best known Spanish importers, com- 
mission merchants, and wholesale druggists. 
of Havana had just been arrested fell like 
a bombshell in business and political circles 
here yesterday morning. The list of arrests 
included ex-Mayor Quezada, one of the rich- 
est Spanish bankers in the city; Superin- 
tendents Limenez and Simpson of the United 
and Western railroads, the latter a British 
subject, and leading employés of both lines. 
Excitement increased when it became 
known that the arrests were due to a viola- 
tion of Weyler’s decree prohibiting ship- 
ments of merchandise to the interior with- 
out special military permits and reached 
its height when the story was circulated that 
munitions of war and medicines for the in- 
surgents had been discovered in many pack- 
ages supposed to contain provisions, which 
were opened by the government police, sent 
to search the railway freight houses. The 
majority of the prisoners being Spanish 
whose loyalty is unquestioned, Weyler was 
denounced on all sides. When the Produce 
Exchange opened yesterday the police in- 
vaded the premises and made two additional 
arrests. The exchange, by a rising vote, de- 
nounced the government’s act and then 
closed its doors. — | 

A committee of members, including of- 
cials connected with the Havana volunteers, 
led by Santos Guzman, Vice President of the 

Spanish Conservative party, went direct to 
- the headquarters of the military and civil 
governments and demanded the immediate 
release of the prisoners. 

After a warm discussion with Lieutenant 
General Ahumada and Governor Palmerola, 
who, though willing to grant the petition, 
nevertheless felt themselves officially justi- 
fied in having caused the arrests, Guzman 
and his friends obtained an order for the 
provisional liberation of all the men pending 
further investigation by the fiscal and police. 

For violations of Weyler’s decree the 
guilty shippers may be heavily fined, but the 
government has as yet no positive proofs as 
to who shipped the captured munitions and 
medicines, hence no court-martial trials will 
be held. 

Resident Spaniards blame Weyler for the 
fiscal’s act, and will probably send some spicy 
dispatches to Madrid via Key West imme- 
diately. If Weyler sustains the fiscal he 
will lose the support of the Spanish element 
here. If Ahumada and Palmerola’s order 
releasing the arrested men is not approved 
in Madrid, both may resign.

. The Council has ordered the Commis-

The purchase of this additional machinery 
is in accordance with sound business prin- 
ciples. ‘The city hns at this mcment pumps 
enough to supply the people with all the 
water they actually need, though not with 
all they would like to waste. But some of 
the engines are old and feeble and cunnot be 
depended on. Then there is always the 
possibility of an accident bappeniig to one 
of those.which are in better condition. 

In order to be on the safe side the city 
should have engines in reserve which can be 
bronght into service when there is urgent 
need of them. Then when the city has 
more than sre absolutely required, it can 
let some rest while others run, ‘Chey will 
last longer than when kept going practically 
all the time. 

But it wonld be a had, wasteful policy to 
bave more pumps and keep all in operation. 
More weiter would be supplied und more 
wonld be wasted. That the wastage is 
enormous at times is shown by the fact that 
during the recent cooler days, with their oc- 
easional heavy rains, there have heen com- 
paratively few complaints about a scarcity 
of'water. The reason is that during the hot 
season about everybody who could was 
wasting water. | 

If the engines which the Commissioner of 
Public Works has been authorized to buy 
had been running during the recent hot 
spell, and had been reinforced by a dozen 
more, there would have been un insufficient 
supply of water, The consumers, knowing 
- that more was being pumped, would have 
wasted more unless punished for duing se. 

The city should have more pumps 80 as to 
insure itself against casualiies: But the 
way to insure all the consumers tl:e supply 
of water they are entitled to is to keep some 
of them from using more than they aré en- 
titled to. That can be done by enforcing 
the ordinances whith make it an vifense to 
waste water, |

THE COAL STRIKE. 

The coal miners’ strike seems to be grad- 
ually reaching an acuté stagé. While the 
promise is always made that there shail be 
uo violence, there always is, At the cnd 
of the first week some strikers get im- 
patient when they see other iminers at 
work, When -the men’ who persist-in la- 
boring will not yield to entreaties and stop, 
violence is resorted to. nS 

The Danville coal district in this State 
has been the scene of the first outbreak. 
All the mines save one were closed. As 
the men who were employed in it stuck to 
their jobs, instead of going ona strike and 
then asking the county or town authorities 
for aid for their families, the striking min- 
ers got after them day before yesterday and 
forced them to stop work. If any relief 
is given to the needy miners by the au- 
thorities these are the men who should 1e- 
ceive it, and not those who compelled them 
to be idle. | 

Most of the Illinois miners have -juit 
work voluntarily. The wisdom of their 
action is questionable. Some of those who 
have gone out were satisfied with their 
wiges. But “ sympathy ” for miners down 
in Ohio and Pennsylvania, whom they do 
not know, drove out of their mind» all sym- 
pathy for their own families.. 

However unwise the course of these wen 
may be, they have an undoubted ke zal right » 
to quit work. But the men who piefer not 
to remain idle, whether they are at Dan- 
ville or at Decatur, where the mines are 
still operated, or at some of the few other 
places in this State where coal is still being 
mined, mnst be protected in the enjoy- 
ment of their right to labor. Ri 

It is probably the case, as claimed by 
some of the leading coal operators, that one 
company in western Pennsylvania pays 
inadequate wages to its men, and has 
forced down the wage seale. For if one 
operator sells coal more cheaply because he 
pays lower wages his competitors must pay 
their men less or go out of business, But 
that does not make it lawful for some min- 
ers in Illinois to keep other miners in that 
State from working if the latter desire to 


do so. 


PRICE OF ARMOR PLATE. 

The passage of Senator Butler’s amend- 
ment to the general deticiency bill, limiting 
the price to be paid for armor plate to $500 
a ton, also providing for the establishment 
of a government plant for the manafacture 
of armor in the event of failure to obtain 
bida within the limit fixed, may be liable to 
block work on the battleships for sume time 
to come, unless the action of the Senate 
should be reversed by the conferees, There 
are three battleships, the Illinois, Alabaina, 
and Wisconsin, for which armor piate con- 
tracts have to be made, but as the Carnegie 
and Bethlehem companies huve jixed $425 
per ton as the minimum price, the govern- 
ment will be in an embarrassing condition if 


fixing $300 as the maximum.price. 

The minimum price fixed by the Butler 
amendment is about $100 less than was es- 
timated by ¢x-Secretary Herbert as a fair 
price to pay for the armor plates of these 
battleships. In his report to Congress early 
in the present year the Secretary stated that 
‘the price then paid was $583 a ton, He 
recommended as a fair profit 50 per cent on 
the cost of manufacture, which would be 
$375 a ton. He further adyised that the 
contractors hereafter furnish the nickel 
which then cost the government about $20 
a ton, making the cost $395, or, in round 
numbers, $400. While this sum seems large 
the Secretary was of the opinion that it 
was not so when all the risks were consid- 
ered and that the government demands the 
very best armor. 

In one part of his report Secretary Iier- 
bert says: “Should the present armor con- 
trattors refuse to make contracts at the 
fic wre decided upon by Congress, it is not 
probable that others would undertake the 
work.” To eliminate this difficulty he 
recommended that upon fixing a price for 
armor Congress should authorize the Secre- 
tary to erect or buy or lease an armor piant 
or a gun plant if necessary, and in this case 
he believed better results could be obtained. 

A few weeks after the Secretary pre- 
sented his report the Illinois Steel com- 
pany of Chicago offered to free the govern- 
ment from the monopoly high prices of the 
Carnegie and Bethlehem works, It madea 
proposition to furnish plate at a price not 
exceeding $240 a ton if it could have @ 
twenty years’ contract, and to expend three 
and a half million dollars on a plant if_it 
got the contract. A bill to this effect was in- 
troduced by Mr. Lorimer, also providing for 
satisfactory tests, for sufficient bunds, for 
inspection of the product, and for penalties 
for delayed delivery. The session, however, 
was so near a close that the bill was not con- 
sidered. As the proposition, however, has 
not been withdrawn it is probable the Illi 
nois Steel company is still ready to supply 
the government with armor plate on the. 
conditions above named—a fact which is 
entitled to consideration by the conferees. 

“One thing is certain, The government | 
has been paying the Carnegie and Bethle- 
hem works ioo much for armor plate. The 
proprietors of these works contended it 
should/pay them at the rate of $584 a ton, or 
an average price of $560 a ton, when they 
were selling plate to the Russian govern- 
ment at $240 and $225 a ton. Our own 
government, therefore, was paying twice | 
as much as it should. ‘The only way out 
was for the government to purchase these 
plan.4, or for some other plant to step 
in and make the plate at reasonable figures. 
This the Illinois Steel company did. It is 


probable, owing to the proposal of the 
latter, that Congress is disinclined any 
longer to pay the excessive rates demand- 
éd by the Carnegie and Bethlehem concerns.

What was once in the minds of the 
people a vague wondcr if they got their due is to- 
day & positive conviction that they are being 
robbed, But the protection microbe has battened 
so long Upon their brains that they cannot think 
velearly all at once. They have seen the great 


trusts thrive so astoundingly as to make it plain 


that they enjoy immunity from the ordinary laws 
of trade, They have looked for the secret of this 
paradox and have found that the trusts buy their 
privileges from the political parties, and that these 
privileges are known in the market as protection 
to American industries.”’ 


In the first place, the present tariff is the 
production of the late Democratic Cleve- 
land adntinistration, and the trusts have 
spread and flourished under it like Russian 
thisties. As soon as practicable that party 
enacted the existing Democratic tériff, 
which contains more than 600 protective 
provisions. About the first thing that par- 
ty in Congress did was to play into the 
-Havemeyer Democratic sugar monopoly 
and aid and assist the gormandizing beast 
to lay in uearly a year’s supply of free 
sugar--sugar imported without paying a 
cent of duty; then whack a 40 per cent tax 
on the consumers and authorize the Have- 
meyers to advance the price of sugar stock 
on hand by the amount of the 40 per cent 
duty and pocket the tax. The Democrats 
also conferred a heavy discriminating sugar 
bounty on the Havemeyers for all the im- 
ported sugar they retined; and they are still 
drawing that big protective premium on 
their sugar. Since the Gorman -dizing bill 
was enacied by the Democrats some four 
years ago the stockholders of the Have- 
meyer trust have squeezed, robbed, and ex- 
torted forty to fifty millions of extortionate 
profit out of the American consumers of 
sugar. But Puck’s dishonest, partisan ed- 
itor has not looked -for the “ secret” of 
that Gorman-lizing "-Havemeyer “ par- 
adox ” and discovered how that trust bought 
its privileges from its political party. Nor 
has he sought for.the “ secret,” well know- 
ing his parity in Congress sold the trust 
privilege to the trust. If -’uck's editor 
was less willfully blind he would see and 
know that no duties can be levied and ob- 
tained from competing foreign commodities 


the similar domestic goods. He n.naes 
certainly have sense enough to perceive the 
truth of that self-evident proposition. Brit- 
ain avoids giving its manufacturers any 


competing goods free of duty. When has 
Puck or its Democratie party advocated 
that sort of tariff? What Democratic ad- 
ministration placed all foreign manufact- 
ures on the free list? None. 

The present Democratic tariff levies pro- 
tective duties on nearly the whole range 
of foreign manufactures, and on most all 
foreign agricultural products, and on many 
raw materials of foreign product. The 
Democratic party leaders have been preach- 
ing free trade, or “ tariff for revenue only,” 
and passing tariff bills ever since their 
party was organized by Jackson, Van 
Buren, and Calhoun back in the “ thir- 
ties *! But all of their tariff bills were pro- 
tective in effect, and not one of them was 
ever levied on the lines of free trade or 
tariff for revenue only. Many of their pro- 
tective schedules have been as high as 
those levied by the Republican avowed pol- 
icy of being for protection and revenue, 
without concealment, or denial, or equivo- 
cation.

| BEST THINGS PROM THE EXCHANGES. | 


New York Sun In Watehing Secretary 
Gage Carefully and Finds Much 
to Commend, 


An editorial in the New York Sun says: 

** Secretary Gage is the uncertain quantity 
in the President's Cabinet. That is to say, 
much of the apprehension entertained by 
men of sense and foresight concerning the 
prosperity and good fame of Mr. McKinley's 
administration centers upon Mr. Gage and 
his actual or possible performances: There 
has not been time enough yet to form con- 
clugions about his vaiue as a statesman: 
but, as the weeks go on, his course in minor 
affairs, not less than in important matters of 
policy, ts watched with great interest and 
some anxiety. Public opinion wants to deal 
justly with the Secretary of the Treasury, a 
hew and untried man in politics: 
and it is now holding him under sur- 
veillahce. 

“For that reason, among others, we par- 
ticularly desire to record excellent things of 
the Hon. Lyman J. Gage whenever he gives 
us the opportunity. Within a few days past 
he has been credited by the Washington cor- 
respondents with two purposes of adminis- 
trative reform which deserve special men- 
tion, and for which, if the correspondents 


] are correctly informed, the Hon. Lyman J. 


Gage himself merits unqualified commenda- 
tion. 
“ The first is in regard to the classified lists 
under the present civil service rules. By the 
sweeping extension of these lists during Mr. 
Cleveland’s administration many offices 
were put under what is termed the protec- 
tion of the civil service law in cases where 
there was grave doubt as to the improve- 
ment of the service thereby. The principle 
of selection by competitive examination, in- 
stead of by the methods ordinarily employed 
by prudent business-men in the choice of 
subordinates to -fill posts of responsibility, 
becomes a craze in those minds of which it 
has once taken full possession. The civil 
service reformers, meaning those gentlemen 
who desire to reform the system of appoint- 
ment to make it suit their theories rather 
than to promote the real efficiency of the 
service, have all along counted Mr. Gage as 
a friend, fellow-zealot, and most valuable 
ally, owing to the high offices he holds, The 
presence of Mr. Gage in the Cabinet, and 


of a declaration that the civil service law 
should be ‘thoroughly and honestly en- 
forced and extended wherever practicable,’ 
have encouraged some of the Chinese ex- 
tremists to hope for a further extension of 
the classified service under Mr. McKinley, 
particularly in the Treasury department. 

***It seems probable, however, that Mr. 
Gage understands civil service reform. ina 
broader and more enlightened sense. The 
proposal to take from the present ciassified 
service the deputy collectors and other minor 
employés of the*Internal Revenue bureau, 
outside of the department at Washington, 
‘including the internal revenue clerks, depu- 
ties, and gaugers throughout the States, 
comes directly, it is reported, from the Sec- 
retary himself. He is said to have sent to 
Civil Service Commissioner Prector and to 
have instructed him, to the disagreeable sur- 
prise of all the commissioners, to prepare 
for submission to the President an order 
modifying the pregent rules in this particu- 
lar, and removing a large number of internal 
rovenue employés for the ‘ protection ’ of the 
civil service law. That is to say, these offi- 
cers of the government are heneeforth to 
be appointed in the old way, if Mr. McKinley 
approves Secretary Gage’s determination 
and makes the change by executive order. | 

“It is easy to see how Mr. Gage might have 
hesitated to commit himself distinctly to 4 
measure which will be denounced by all 
the middle kingdom as a step backward 
in civil service reform, an entering wedge for 
the spoilsman. Even if his observations of 
the workings of the present system of ap- 
pointment in his department had convinced 
him, as a business-man, that it impaired 
the efficiency of the government's service, 
he might have preferred to avoid the clamor 
that w.i. come upon him from his. ancient 
admirers and allies in ‘ the cause.’ To take 
the other course and openly assume the re- 
sponsibility for a change in the rules that 
will be violently attacked and misrepre- 
sented, shews a courage worthy of praise 
and a high sense of duty, ? 

‘* The other creditable purpose manifested 
by Mr. Gage concerns the office of Govern- 
ment Architect. If we understand the law 
passed some time ago, largely through the 
public spirited efforts of the architects of 
this and other cities, including such masters 
of their profession as Charlies F. Mckim, 
#ruce Price, George B. Post, and John M. 
Carrere, its provisions are sufficient to ena- 
ble the country to emerge at once from the 
age of horrors in gévernment buildings, if 
the Secretary of the Treasury will only take 
advantage of those provisions. Secretary 
Carlisle refused or neglected to do this. 
Secretary Gage has already proceeded un- 
der the law so far as to issue regulations 
throwing open the designing and construc- 
tion of government buildings to the best pro- 
fessional talent available. 

* That is as it should be, for here is a case 
where the competitive principle applies. The 
heavy and hideous loads which have been 
piled upon our section of mother earth’s 
crust during the last twenty-five years or 
so are a disgrace to civilization and to the 
nineteenth century. In every State, and in 
almost every considerable city or town, the 
flag of the union flies over some monument 
to esthetic vulgarity and expensive igno- 
rance. Government buildings, as a rule, 
are standing crimes against art and common 
ense, monstrosities perpetually exhibited, to 
the incalcuable damage of,the public taste. 

‘The Federal government is the most ex- 
tensive builder in the country, and the mil- 
lions it expends upon edifices throughout the 
land should produce things of beauty in- 
stead of the vile and degrading masterpieces 
of official architecture which we now behold. 
If Mr. Gage puts an end to the awful serics 
he will, indeed, earn a title to glory and the 
gratitude of generations of Americans to 


come.

William Gillette, who has earned and de- 
serves his great success as a player and 
dramatist, has broken down “under the

If he had not devoted his life 
to work, and so formed the rigid habits of 
reguiarity which work compels, he would 
have been dead long ago. And his present 
iliness is due to an imprudence through a 
failure to make allowance for the change 
from the American to the English climate. 

{Was it not the strain of indigestion 
caused by underwork that caused his col- 
lapse? If Gillette had bestrode a good riding 
horse three or four hours a day and gone to 
bed earlier and risen earlier, and consumed 
piainer food, his strain of acting daily 
would not have harmed him. He used up 
his stomach and nerves, and most likely 
called in the aid of nicotine and wine to aid 
him in knocking his system to pieces, and 
then he and his friends charge these ruin- 
ous habits to ‘‘ overwork,’ when, in fact, it 
was the lack of it.]

SEEKS A PARENT FOR HER BLIND BOY 


Allegwed Wife of Albert Drake Unfolds 
a Romance in Court Covering 
Twenty-seven Years. 


When Albert Drake was brought into 
Judge Carter's court yesterday afternoon 
on a petition filed by the County Attorney 
asking the court to compel him to support 
his alleged son, Leroy Drake, a story was 
related which might have been taken from 


the pages of a novel. 
It was on the complaint of Mrs. Mary 


she was once the wife of Albert Drake, und 
that Leroy Drake, her son, who was born 
blind and had to be led into the courtrocm, 
js Albert Drake’s son. The latter denied 
that he was ever the husband of the woman 
or that the blind man is his son. 

Drake is employed by the Postal Telegraph 
company and has a wife, with whom he has 
lived for several years. 

The story told by the mother of the blind 
man goes back 27 years. She said that in 
1870 she lived with her parents at La Porte, 
ind., a young girl, She became acquainted 
with Albert Drake, who was several years 
older than she. He induced her, she said, 
to leave the home of her parents and go 
with him to Indianapolis. There she lived 
with him for a time, and then he brought 
her to Chicago. From this city, she said, 
she accompanied Drake to Omaha. 

Fihdlly her parents learned of her where- 
abouts, and some of her friends appeared in 
Omaha.

proceed with its consideration. 

Senator Turpie expressed himself as in- 
clined to favor the treaty, but said that he 
thought it should be amended. He, how- 
ever, withheld his amendments upon the 
suggestion that the majority would consider 
it preferable to have the amendments of- 
fered in the Senate. There was a general 
understanding that the committee should 
make no effort to secure the consideration 
of the treaty during the present session. 


SHERMAN CALLS ENGLAND TO TIME. 


He Shows the Neglect of Bering Sea. 


Police Duty and Urges That Agree- 
ments Be Fulfilled. 


New York, July 14.~A special to the I rib- 
une from Washington says: Instructions 
have been sent by Secretary Sherman to 
Ambassador Hay for his guidance tn urging 
on the British government a compliance 
with the provisions of the Bering Sea award. 
The instructions were prepared as a reply to 
a recent note from Lord Salisbury. 

Secretary Sherman says: * The manner in 
which the British government has discharged 
its police duties under the award is in marked 
contrast with its appeal for a stric. ob- 
servance of the five years’ period of the reg- 
ulations. An equal obligation rests upon 
each government to patrol the waters em- 
braced in the award, in order to sec that 
the regulations are not violated by the seal- 
ing vessels.”’ 

The Secretary of State here quotes figures 
to sustain his contention and says: “* As it 


js shown that practically no patrol service 


has been rendered in Bering Sea by the 
British cruisers during the last year, the in- 
ference would seem to be that her Majesty's 
government understood that the American 
cruisers only were to perform the patrol 
duty and the British cruisers to act upon 


‘the validity of seizure of’ British vessels. 


The detailed enforcement of the regula- 
tions has further developed on the part of 
the British government a strange miscon-: 
ception of the true spirit and intent of the 
arbitrators.” 

In this connection Secretary Sherman 
blames the British authorities for giving no- 
tice that their government would not renew 
the arrangement as to the sealing of arms. — 

The next paragraph says that the tardy ac- 
tion of the British goverriment in refusing to 
renew the arrangement of 1894 led to much 
trouble and inconvenience in connection with 
the patrol of the Bering Sea. The com- 
plaints of the British government against 
the severe measures of search resorted to 
by American cruisers, the resultant lengthy 
correspondence, the various propositions 
made by Secretary Olney, and the fact that 
another season has been entered upon with- 
out any settlement of the question aie all 
commented by Becretary Sherman. 

In conclusion the Secretary says: ‘‘ The 
President, therefore, cherishes the hope that 
even at this late day the British govern- 
ment may yet yield to his continued desire, 
so often expressed, for a conference of the 
interested powers, and in delivering to Lord 
Salisbury a copy of this instruction you will 
state that the President will hail with wreat 
satisfaction any indication on the part of 
her Majesty's government of a disposition 
to agree upon such a conference.” 

London, July 15.—The Daily Graphic, in 
an editorial articie on the Bering Sea cor- 
respondence this morning, says: ‘‘ Our ex- 
perience of the incurably bad manners of 
American diplomacy renders it unnecessary 
to regard Secretary Sherman's explosion 
seriously. It would be unwise to embitter 
the negotiation by answering Secretary 
Sherthan according to his indiscretion.”’ 

The Daily Chronicle says it sincerely hopes 
that Secretary Sherman's dispatch, which 
almost amounts to an attempt to pick a 
quarrel, is but another symptom of jingo, 
anti-English temper at Washifigton. 

‘We thought,’ the paper says, “ it was 
we who had a grievance over the non-exéct- 
tion of the Paris award.”’ 

The Daily News says editorially: 

“The ugly dispatch from Secretary Sher 
man, which has got into print, is sure to re- 
vive for the moment the unpleasant memory 


‘of 1895, when England and the United States 


found themselves almost on the brink of 
war. But it will be only momentary. When 
the facts are calmly considered, as @ result 
humor ought to prevail over any feeling 
of temporary indignation. 

“We should not be surptised if the pub-

Washington, D. C., July 14—The eon- 
ferees of the tariff bill found themselves to- 
day apparently further apart than they were 
at the beginning of the conference. There 
was no immediate prospect of agreement 
‘and more than one member stated that the 
entanglement was.such that the settlement 
might be indefinitely prolonged. ‘They state 
in a very reserved manner that there are 
numerous questions of difference, but refuse 
to go into details, even to other Senators and 
members. 

From all that can be learned, Nowever, 
there has been a general recession from the 
partial agreements made on the more im- 
portant articles until sugar, wool, hides, etc., 
can be definitely fixed. Sugar is still the 
principal contention. The best reports repre- 
sent the House conferees, with Speaker Reed 
behind them, as holding out for the House 
sugar schedule without any change what- 
ever, and the Senators as quite determined 
not to yleld to this extent. | 

The House conferees insist that this 
schedule must be definitely fixed before other 
questions shall again be taken up. One of 
the other questions of secondary importance 
upon which sharp differences have arisen is 
the Senate amendment for a stamp tax on 
stocks and bonds. The House opposes the 
amendment, but the Senators, while not 
wedded to it, insist upon fit as necessary for 
revenue. The House is also resisting strenu- 
ously the 20 per cent duty placed upon hides 
and is at the same time persistently holding 
out for a restoration of gunny bags, cotton 
ties, ete., to the dutiable list. :

Resolation in the Senate Authorising 
the President to Make a De- 
mand on Spain. 


Washington, D. C., July 14.—Sehator 
Davis, Chairman of the Committée on For- 
eign Relations, today reported from that 
committee the following joint resolution: 

-“* That the President be empowered to take 
such measures as in his judgment may be 
necessary to obtain the release from the 
Spanish government of Ona Melton, Alfred 
O. Laborde, and William Gildea, and the 
restoration of the schooner Competitor io 
her owner, and to secure this he is author- 
ized and requested to employ stich means or 
exercise such power as may be necessary.”’ 

The report recites all the facts that have 
beeh brought out in the Competitor case, 
her ownership, capture, and citizenship of 
the three men named in the resolution, to- 
gether with the proceedings thus far had 
by the Spanish authorities, the trial, sen- 
tence, ete. 

The report characterizes it a “ mockery of 
a trial.”’ The affidavits of the parties are 
cited to show that they were coerced into 
Spanish waters, in which case they were hot 
amenable to Spanish jurisdiction. They 
were not subject to piracy and intendéd uo 
act of depredation on the seas, nor were they 
subject to the Spanish authorities on ac- 
count of alleged rebellion. _ | 

The report then says: “ Irrespective of 
any of the foregoing considerations, the 
conduct of Spain, as hereinbefore detatied, 
constitutes such delay and denial of justice 
and such an actual infliction of injustice 
upon these men as to make it the duty of 
_this government to demand reparation 
therefor, irrespective of any act which these 
prisoners may have committed up to the 
date of their capture. Among the acts of 
reparation which ought to be demanded 
should be the release of these captives.” 

Secretary Evarts is quoted to sustain this 
position. The report declares that the rights 
of man have been violated, and continues: 
“They have been tried and sentenced to 
death by a summary naval court-martial fn 
a proceeding which has been annulled by the 
Appellate Courts of Madrid upon the ground 
that such a court-martial had no jurisdie- 
tion whatever over them. Ten months have 
elapsed since this death sentence was an- 
nulled and they have not again been brought 
to trial. In the meantime they have been 
subjected to protracted preliminary exam- 
inations preparatory to their trial‘ by an- 
other court-martial which differs from the 
first only In the fact that it is less summary 
one more formal in its character than the 

rst.” 

The report says that the men at the firet 
trial did not know until after the testimeny 
for the prosecution was in that an tnter- 
preter was present, and the only translation 
made to them was at the close of the pro- 
ceedings, when they were asked if they had 
anything to say, and necessarily they ¢ould 
have little to say, yet one of them protested 
that he had not understood one word of the 
proceedings against him by which his We 
was adjudged forfeited. | 

“With these protests," continues the 
port. ‘‘ the trial ended, and the defendants 
were immediately sentenced to death. It is 
now ‘fourteen months since they weéefe ar- 
rested, during all of which time they have 
been held in Cabanas Fortress as prisoners. 
Melton and Laborde are unquestionably eiti- 
zens of the United States. Gildea is a Brit- 
ish subject, but he was a sailor upon an 
American vessel when taken, and acting as 
its mate, and it is the opinion of your com- 
mittee that he is entitled to be protected by 
this government.

REPUDIATE FREE SILVER 


KENTUCKY NATIONAL DEMOCRATS 
IN CONVENTION. 


John G. Carlisle Presides and Makes 
a Streng Speech—Henry Watterson 
Scores the Makers of the Chicago 
Platform and Denies Their Right 
to Read Him Out of the Democratic 
Farty—Plan to Fuse with the Re- 
publicans Is Defeated. 


Louisville, Ky., July 14.—[{Special.]— 
Eight hu and seventy-seven National 
Democrats, representing 113 out of 119 
counties in Kentucky, in convention assem- 
bled this afternoon and tonight reaffirmed 
the principles of their organization, de- 
clared for sound money and a tariff for rev- 
enue only, and declared for the perpuation 
of the National Democratic party separate 
from any other, and nominated a candidate 
for Clerk of the Court of Appeals, the only 
oflice to be filled in the State this year. In- 
cident to the convention it was decided at 
a meeting of the State Central and Exec- 
utive committees that there should be no 
fusion with the Republican party. Car- 
lisle, Watterson, Lindsay, and Breckinridge 
all spoke vigorously against the suggestion.

Speech of John G. Carlisle. 


Ex-Secretary of the Treasury John G. Car- 
lisle was made permanent chairman. In 


‘taking the chair he said in part: 


“ The proceedings of this great assemblage 


of intelligent and patriotic Democrats, who 


have refused to abandon their lifelong con- 
victions and transfer their allegiance to a 
new political combination formed without 


their consent and composed largely of, their 


old opponents, wiil be watched with intense 
interest by conservative and law-abiding 


citizens in every State in the union. This 
is no ordinary political convéntion: it is not — 


composed of subservient partisans, carefully 
selected and drilled by local managers to go 
first on one side and then on the other in 
obedience to a nod or wink from some self- 
constituted leader, who has bargained away 
their votesin advance. You do not acknowl- 
edge the divine right of King Caucus or any 
other potentate to bind your conscience in 
political matters or dictate how you shail 
exercise the highest prerogative of citizen- 
ship, the right of suffrage. You are not 
here, gentlemen, to wrangle about the dis- 
tribution of offices or to quibble about the 
phraseology of a platform, laboriously con- 
structed to conceal your real opinions and 
cheat the people oui of their votes. You 
are not here to impeach the personal integ- 
rity or patriotism of any part of your fellow- 
citizens, or to assail their motives, however 
widely they differ from you on public ques- 
tions; but, if I understand your purpose, you 
are here to simply make a plain and honest 
mocratic principles. 


Democracy, Real and False. 


*“ What a contrast between the united De- 
mocracy of 1876 under the leadership of 
Samuel J: Tilden, with its clear and un- 
equivocal declaration for sound money, a 
tariff for revenue only, honesty and economy 
in public expenditures and thorough reforms 
in the methods of public administration, and 
the so-called Democracy of 18096, under the’ 
leadership of three different political organi- 
zations, with three separate platforms, de- 
manding the free and unlimited coinage of 
depreciated silver, the unlimited issue of 
legal tender paper by the government, the 
public ownership of railroads and tele- 
graphs, and the postponement of tariff re- 
form until the debasement of the currency 
has been accomplished, and, not satisfied 


-even with these extravagant and revolu- 


tionary schemes, threatening the industrial 
and commercial prosperity of the country, 
the peace and good order of society, and 
the permanency of our institutions were im- 
periled by the covert attack upon the Su- 
preme Court.and a denial of the right of the 
government of the United States to enforce 
obedience to its laws without first asking the 
consent of local officials. There is not a 


_genuine Democratic sentiment in any of 


those declarations, and no Democrat is 
bound by them, no matter how any State or 
national conventions may indorse them. 


Unwise Financial Legisigtion, 


“The paralysis of trade and industry, re- 
sulting in the loss of public revenue and in 
destroying the ability of the people to meet 
their private obligations, was produced 
mainly by unwise currency and fiscal leg- 
islation, and the return of prosperity has 
so far been prevented by continued partisan 
agitation in favor of still more radical and 
destructive measures on the same sub‘tects. 
But, nothwithstanding these well-known 
facts, the present Congress, instead of at- 
tempting to reform the currency laws and 
parmanently establish our standard on the 
gold basis, where Democratic statemanship, 
under the inspiration of Andrew Jackson, 
placed it more than sixty years ago, has 


wholly ignored this‘indispensable work and 


devoted more than four months to the im- 
position of increased taxation upon the 
people; and a large part of this time has 


been ‘spent in acrimonious contests among 


the beneficiaries of the taxes, over the 
division of the spoils. Without the aid of 
the free silver members of the Senate the 
Republican protectionists could have ac- 
complished nothing whatever in the direc- 
tion of increased taxation. In adhering to 
the policy of a tariff for protection the ad- 
vocates of free coinage at the ratio of 16 
to 1 are perfectly logical and consistent. A

The theory is, that our people shouid be 
separated, financially and commercially, 
from the rest of the civilized world, ana that 
they can all be made rich and prosperous 
by an act of Congress. — : 


Cannot Add to Wealth. 

“It is true that the government can in- 
crease the prices of certain commodities by 
preventing competition and creating monop- 
olies, but it can‘add nothing whatever to 
their intrinsic value. If prices are increased 
by the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
it is simply because the money in which the 
prices are paid is not worth as much as the 
money previously in use, and when prices 
are increased by tariffs it is not because the 
commodities are really worth more than 
they were before, but simply because the 
purchaser is compelled by law to con- 
tribute to the seller a certain sum in excess 
of the real value of the article. The gov- 
ernment can by a perversion of its taxing 
power take from one man and give to an- 
other, but this adds nothing whatever to 
the aggregate of national and individual 
wealth. So the government can by an im- 


proper exercise of its power to coin money 


and enact legal tender laws deprive its 
citizens of their property by compelling 


| them to accept in satisfaction of their law- 


ful contracts something of less value than 
the contracts call for, but this, too, is 
spoliation of one man for the benefit of 
another and is class legislation of the most 
unjustifiable character. Property in con- 
tracts is just as sacred as property in lands 
or houses or goods, and a_ political party 
that attacks one will inevitably, sooner or 
later, attack the other.” 

During the afternoon session Henry Wat- 
terson delivered a ringing address. He said 
in- part: i 

“AS a political issue the free and inde-

“I am not unmindful of the circumstance 
that many honest Deniocrats have been 
honestly deluded into the belief that there is 
something in the free silver suggestion.

I but quote from a speech made 
by myself some seven years ago when I say

poor Sicillan peasant, who never saw 
a golden coin in all their days, but who eke 
our precarious lives on shinplasters and cop- 


“There is not one of these free silver phi- 
losophers who, if he be entirely sincere, can 
give any better reason for the faith that is 
in him than that by making meney worth- 
less, and abolishing credits, his boasted 


theory will wipe out all indebtedness, public 


and private. I admit the force of the argu- 
ment. It appeals to every man who is heed- 
less of his country’s honor and his own. It 
appeals to every bankrupt in the land. If 
we were a nation of bankrupts it might be 
worth our while to consider it; though, even 
as a specific for debt—even as a promised 
relief to the insolvent—I would reject it as in 
the last degree misleading. ; | 


Play at Blind Man's Buff. 


“The statesmen who propose it play finance 
as children play blind man’s buff; in their 
horrid travesty the poor debtor is the blind 
man. They take everything for granted in 
the public credulity. Yet it is a demonstra- 
ble proposition that, before they could get 
their machinery going—before they could set 
up their silver mills and perfect their rag 
money plants—before they could issue dol- 
lars plentiful enough and cheap enough to 
come within easy reach of the mortgage- 
ridden farmer and the insolvent merchant— 
there would be no farm left to release, no 
stock of goods to be sold off at advanced 
prices.

Long before the promised 
streams of free silver reached him the farm- 
er would be wiped out—the merchant would 
be wiped out—leaving only the adventurer, 
with nothing to lose, to teil the tale. In

HEALY DOUBTS LEGALITY OF PAYROLLS 


Will Examine Constitutionality 
Law Incrensing Salaries in the 
Election Commission. 


The question of the constitutionality of the 
law allowing Election Commissioners an in- 
crease of salary from $1,500 to $2,500 and 
to the chief clerk an increase from $38,500 to 
$4,000 is to be investigated by President 
Healy before he allows tne pay rolls to be 
certified. The Legislature, it is said, has 
amended an original section of an act which 
had been previously amended, and, accord- 
ing to the Supreme Court decision, the latest 
amendment is void. | 

The original act creating the Board of 
Election Commissioners and fixing their com- 
pensation was passed in 1885. It provided 
that the commissioners should be paid $1,500 
a year and the chief clerk $2,000. 

In 189% the act was amended so as to in- 
crease the salary of the chief clerk from 
$2,000 to $3,500. The last Legislature amend- 
ed the salary section of the act of 1885 by 
making the salaries of the commissioners 
$2,500 and the salary of the chief clerk $4,000.

JAMES WHALE IS DEAD. 


EX-CORONEK PASSES AWAY AFTER 
LINGERING ILLNESS. | 


His Condition Had Been Alarming for 
Only Six Weeks Past—Sketch of His 
‘Career—Easily Prominent in Poli- 
tics—Services as Special Treasury 
Agent Hunting Smugaiers — Fine 
Apparel His Fad—Experience with 
PD. L. Moody—Funeral Notice. 


Ex-Coroner James McHale, reference to 
whose probably fatal iliness was made in 
THE TRIBUNE a few days ago, died shortly 
before 4 o'clock yesterday morning at his 
home, 78 Clifton street.

James McHale, or ** Jim ’’ as he was better 

known, was born on April 22, 1840, at Rush 


and Huron streets, in thiscity. His mother,

fram street and is 83 years old. His father, 
John McHale, who came to Chicago from 
Boston a few years before the birth of James, 
was in the warehousing business. Otner- 
members of the family living are John and 
Michael McHale and Mrs. Mary Morris. 

Early in life James McHale learned the 
ship carpentry and calking trades. He eked 
out his income by acting as one of the first 
carriers for the old Chicago Times. He en- 
tered the ranks of the local Democracy when 
he became old enough to vote and his popu- 
larity brought him to the front and in addi- 
tion to clerical] positions in the offices of the 
City Clerk and West Town Assessor, he 
served as a member of the Legislature, Ser- 
geant-at-Arms of the City Council. and as 
Coroner. He sought re@lection to the latter 
office last fall, but was defeated by George 
Berz, the present incumbent. 


Loved Fine Apparel. 
- Mr. McHale had one conspicuous fad—good 
By many he was.accounted the 


‘*T am certainly the most radiant person 
in town,” he used to say in a joking way 
when friends made any reference to his gor- 
geous silk vests, his latest hats, and other 
articles of apparel. 

Mr. McHale won fame when he was a 
special agent of the Treasury, a position to 
which he was appointed dtiring President 
Cleveland’s first term. He traveled all over 
the United States in quest of opium smug- 
glers and Chinamen who were not entitled 
to live in the United States. 

One of his most famous captures was made 
on Jan. 11, 1889, while on duty in the Puget 
Sound country. He boarded the sloop Em- 
erald at the mouth of Discovery Bay, and 
after a hand-to-hand conflict with Captain 
Lundy and his crew succeeded in seizing 400 
pounds of opium. 

‘Beaten by D. L. Moody. 
While on the Pacific coast Mr. McHale had 


an experience with Dwight L. Moody anda | 
reformed smuggler named “ Chet” Terry. | 


Terry had been converted at Victoria, B. C., 
by the evangelist. Mr. McHale was in Vic- 
toria and visited Terry, hoping the change 
of heart would be followed by a confession 
implicating a big gang of smugglers. 

Terry agreed to make the confession, but 
Mr. Moody is said to have stepped in and 
interfered. Mr. McHale grew indignant, but 
said nothing to Mr. Moody, whom he re- 
spected, having attended the Moody Sunday 
school on the North Side many years before. 


BX-CONGRESSMAN FARNSWORTH DEAD 


Never Fully Recovered from an Attack 


ef Grip Which Prostrated Him 
 g@ Year Ago. 


Washington, D. C., July 14.—[{Special.]— 
Ex-Congressman John F. Farnsworth of 


Tilinois died here this afternoon from an 


affection of the lungs at the age of 77 years. 
He has never fully recovered from an attack 
of grip, by which he was prostrated nearly a 


‘year ago and which subsequently devel- 


oped into bronchial trouble. About a month 
ago General Farnsworth went to Old Point 
Comfort with his only son, John Farns- 
worth, and the trip seemed to benefit him 
considerably. Upon returning to. Washing-

ton he was prostrated again, and owing to 
his advanced age could not rally from the 
effects of this illness. At. the time of his 
death he was attended by his wife and son, 
who will accompany the remains to St. 


Charles, IIl., 
place. 

General Farnsworth was one of the most 
familiar figures at the national capital dur- 
ing the last twenty years, and a favorite 
pastime with him was speeding a famous 
pacer named Rocket, of which he was very 
fond. When any one complimented him 
upon the appearancé of his pacer the Gen- 
eral would invariably reply: ‘“* There are 
many families who would give all they pos- 
sess to have his common sense.’’ 

It was in 1857 that General Farnsworth 
first made his appearance here as a Repre- 
sentative from Illinois, and remained in 
Congress until the war broke out, when he 
returned home and raised the Eighth Iili- 
nois Cavalry, of which he was made Colonel. 
He started to organize this regiment in 
September, and it was mustered into sery- 
ice In Cétober, 1861. For two years Gen- 
eral Farnsworth saw hard service in Stone- 
man’s division of the Army of the Potomac. 
In 1863 he was again elected to Congress as 
a Republican from Illinois, and served from 
that time through Grant’s first administra-

ton he returned here to reside permanently, -

a block from the Capitol, where he continued 
to live until his death.

WEMORIES OF COMPOSER H.M. HIGGINS. 


Death on the Pacific Coast Recalls a 
Unique Career in Chicago 
Decades Ago. 


‘H. M. Higgins, whose death occurred at 
San Diego, Cal., on Tuesday, was an old-time 
music dealer and composer in Chicago. 
Away back in the ’50s he had a music store 
in Randolph street, near Clark. 

He wrote “ Hang Up the Baby’s Stocking ” 
and “ The Old Musician and His Harp,’ and 
brought out “ Lorena” and the “ Sweet 
By-and-By,”’ and‘a large number of war 
songs. 

Mr. Higgins was eccentric and bitterly 
disliked classical music, which he usually 
referred to as “ stuff,’’ and declared he would 
never sell it. He was exceedingly fond of ull 
the lighter and more popular melodies, 
though, and was constantly bringing out 
new and catchy airs. 

Silas G. Pratt, the composer, began life 
in Mr. Higgins’ store, arfi learned the art of 
composing from his employer. : 

Mr. Higgins’ store was burned out by th 
great fire, and the owner went to California 
and bought a ranch near San Diego. Here 
he achieved fame in another way. He 
originated the “Bonnie Brae’’ seedless 
lemon.

FIVE RECENT VOLUMES OF VERSE 


CRITICALLY DISSECTED. 


Poems of Timothy Otis Paine Have 


Much Originality but Little Melody 
—C. Ellis Stevens’ “Romance of 
Arenfels ” Has a Few Good Lyrics— 
Rupert Coleman Fails to Impreve 
Upon Fits-Gerald — John Myers 
O’Hara and Gustav Cobbe. 


T is accurately esti- 
mated that, exclu- 
sive of translations, 
republications, and 
new editions, a new 
volume of English 
verse sees the light 
every day of the long 
year, not excluding 
Sundays and holi- 
days. Many ofthese 
are privately printed 
and do not fall into 
the hands of the 
critics, many more 
are only printed 
through influences 


of one kind or r another, generally a guaranty 
to the publishers against loss; but enough 
remains to show that there was never a 
time in any tongue when the poetic »ut- 
pouring came so near to drenching its entire 
literature as at present in English. 


Furthermore, it has been noted repeat- 


@ily that the amount, great though it be, 
is of a kind which abundantly warrants J. 


Churton Collins’ assertion: ‘“‘It would be 
no. exaggeration to say that many and very 


many of the minor poets of the last sixty 


years would, had they lived a century and a 
It is, as- 
then, a certainty that there was 


creases. 

Of the more recent volumes the first in 
importance is called “ Selections from the 
Poems of Timothy Otis Paine,”’ and is pub- 
lished posthumorously by the poet's widow. 


To an extent unusual in this day it shows 
originality and poetic grasp; yet there is not 


much melody, and the phrasing is frequently 
faulty. The preface accounts for this by ex- 


plaining that “‘ no word was too homely for 


him, if it expressed his thought best, or 
named his fact.”’ This is a fundamental 


error, so certain is it to degenerate into the 


practice’ of holding that in poetry one word 
is as good as another if it only means what 
the poetintends. Indeed, traces of this fault 
are apparent in Paine’s verses. 

But, in spite of or because of this, accord- 
ingly as the reader is of one school or the 
other, there is here considerable that is 
worthy of preservation. Sometimes it comes 
too near triteness or obviousness to be 
poetry; sometimes it has an apparent sim- 
plicity which gives it this éffect until a mo- 
ment’s reflection turns it to distinction. 

Such verses as these illustrate the point: 

The water on the meadow’s breast 
is moving slowly, ag 1 look; 
She cannct yet be called a brook, 
But water seeking rest— 
Her level and her rest.. 


She is not seeking greater height, 
But willingly is moving slow 
And going where the ground is low; 
_ And yet her face is bright— 
Her face is calm and bright. 

From the same publishing house as this 
(G. P. Putnam's Sons) comes ‘“‘ The Romance 
of Arenfels,”’ by C. Ellis Stevens. The longer 
poems in the book take their inspiration 
from Rhenish legends, real or imagined, and 
are treated in a ballad meter which has the 
misfortune of suggesting, not infrequently, 
some of the Ingoldsby musings on kindred 
subjects. The lyrics are better, showing 
true sentiment; though the entire collection 
is perfectly healthy in this regard. The 
little volume closes with some excellent 
quatrains, of which the first given is, per- 
haps, the best, thus: 

O whence and whither in thy quest— 
Whither and why. thou winter wind? 
Hast thou a kinship with the mind, 

Is aspiration reft of rest? 


Meddling with a such a master as Fitz- 


Gerald's adaptation of Omar Khayy4m’s 


stanzas is notsafe work. It has its own pur- 
pose, this adaptation, and a sufficiently ob- 
vious one. Rupert Coleman of Chicago 
would have it that the influence of the 
stanzas is bad, so he pays them the sincere 
compliment of writing others as nearly 
similar as his abilities permit, thus in a 
humble way disseminating a knowledge of 
them. Mr. Coleman and his friend, C. B. 
Beach, who publishes after advising respect- 
ing these rhymes, seem not to be aware that 
the word “ rabéiyaét’’ is a plural, meaning 
neither more nor less than “ stanzas,’’ and 
so permit the work to be called “A New 
Rubaiyat.”’ It is perfectly apparent to any 
reader of {t that the answer to such a ques- 
tion as Omar's implies— 
Strange, is it not? thay of the myriads who 
Before ug passed the door of Darknéss through, 
Not one returns ta tell us of the Road, 
Which to discover we muat travel too— 

is not in the somewhat languid theism 
which Mr. Coleman professes, but In the pos- 
itive tenets of Christianity. And it may be 


noted that the lesson of the eighty-fifth 


rubéiy4t is disregarded, and that not even 
Mr. Coleman attempts to wrestle with the 
problems involved in the seventy-eighth and 
its three succeeding stanzas—the references 
being to the fourth edition. 

The “‘ Sonnets and Other Poems” of John 
Myers O'Hara, in spite of the uninviting 
dress in which they have been put by the 
printer, are worth owning and reading. The 
first, a sonnet on a sonnet, is not well ad- 
vised, but many of the others show both 
teeling and technical skill. , The lyrics are 
fine-fibered. Note the following: 

Autumn of old! 

Few but forget thee, 
(Thy requiem rolled— 
Time’s slab on thy mold). 

Few shall abet thee 

In vision, and set thee 
Sainted and stoled 
Where they are souled. 

One shall regret thee 
Unless he be tolled, 

Bayless and brave, 
‘Deep down in the grave. 


Of all these verses the only ones which. 


show flippancy are contained in a small 
book, which should be smaller, by Gustav 
Kobbé, styled, “My Rosary, and Other 
Poems.” The poet’s gift is slight, and his 
writing is like Herrick’s in that it is ad- 
dressed to woman and women a-many. . Xet 
he is capable of this: 
Clouds crimson barred 
Like the woods red-scarred i 
On @ hill-slope in the fall; 


A wild, shrill note 
From a sea-bird's throat 
And a heron’s mournful call; 


Near mine a face, 
Then the tender grace 
. Of a kiss—and I am home!

Fresh Literary Notes. 

Bram Stoker, Henry Irving's manager, has 
written another novel. It is called ‘* Dracula,” 
and is being widely and favorably reviewed by 
the London papers. 

A London publisher contemplates making @ col- 
tection of speeches delivered in England by recent 
American Ambassadors. Colonel John Hay, Mr. 
Bayard, Mr. Phelps, and Mr. Lowell will all 
have a representation in the volume. 

“The Red Bridge Neighborhood,” a novel of 
New England life, by Maria Louise Pool, was 
begun in the Harper’s Bazar of July 10, and will 
be continued during the rest of the year. Miss 
Pool’s peculiar knowledge of New England rurel 
life, and her skill in depicting strongly marked 
types of character, are shown to great advantage.

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NEW PUMP TO WORK SATURDAY EX- 
PECTED TO STOP SHORTAGE. 


"Vill Add 14,000,000 Gallons to the 
Daily Supply—Centracts to Be Ad- 
vertised For This Week for Fresh 
Apparatus at Sixty-etghth and 

Bourteenth Street Stations—Com- 
‘missioner MeGann Wants to Cor- 
weet Faults in Mains. 


The new Lakt View pump will be ready for 
use on Saturday and after it is going the 
Department of Public Works hopes all trou- 
ble from a scarcity of water in the northerfi 
part of the city will be obviated. ‘This new 
* pump will add 14,000,000 gallons to the 
daily capacity of this station, making the 
total 42,000,000 gallons. 

Contracts will also be advertised for this 
week for a 14,000,000 gallon pump at the 
Sixty-eighth street station and a 30,000,000 
gallon pump at Fourteenth street, both to 
be ready by June 1, 1898.- When these are 
going and the two old pumps at Chicago ave- 
nue are replaced by newer machinery Com- 
missioner McGann figures out Chicago will 
have all the water it can use for many years 
to come. 

Pian to Save Power. 


Mr. McGann also has another scheme for 
increasing the city’s water supply without 
elthter new pumps or more tunnel. He is of 
the opinion a lot of water is now wasted on 
account of the manner in which the mains 
are laid, and a great amount of coal is 
wasted in the pumping of it: 

‘If you will look at the map showing the 
location of our water mains,’ he said yes- 
terday, you will see they have been put 
down without rhyme or reason. Big mains 
run into little ones, little ones into big ones, 
go direct’ to the point sought, while 
others make long circuits. f 

* Now, good engineers tell me that this re- 
sults in an enormous waste of power at the 
pumping stations and a consequent loss of 
water at the point of delivery. They say, 
and I am convinced they are right, the loss 
by friction of the water seeking these round- 
about routes is something tremendous, adds 
heavily to our coal bills, and allows us to 

‘supply much less water. 


Teo Correct Glaring Faults. 


“ Of course it would be impossible to lay 
. out a proper plan for the mains to follow 

and change them all accordingly. But it is 
possible to correct many of the more glaring 
errors and if the city should determine on 
some proper plan and keep pegging away on 
it little by little, in the end we might have 
something like a scientific system.”’ 

Commissioner McGann will make a prac- 
tical trial of this thing in a few days in con- 
nection with the new Lake View pump. A 
new twenty-four inch main is being laid in 
Evanston avenue and Halsted street and 
when it is finished the Commissioner thinks 
he will be able to supply Edgewater and the 
territory north of it with more water at the 
cost of less coal.

PENNSYLVANIA FOLLOWS LEAD OF 
THE IGH VALLEY. 


Officials Figure Out a Big Saving itn 
Expenses a Imcrease in Earn- 
ings—Third Rail System in High 
Favor—Illinois Central Now Laying 


Rails with Preliminary Attach- 


ments for Change from Locome- 
tives to Motors. 


Talk About J. Pierpont.Morgan’s scheme 
to substitute electricity for steam on through 
railway systems continues. It was an- 
nounced tn Tripunge on Sunday that 
Mr. Morgan was planning to substitute 
motors for locomotives on the 27,000 miles of 
railway he controls. And yesterday a high 
official of the Pennsylvania roilroad an- 
nounced in Chicago that the directors of the 
company had carefully considered the ques- 
tion of equipping the road with the third 
rail system and substituting electricity as 
a motive power for steam. 

This official said the estimate of saving 
through the use of electricity would be 
$9,000,000 a year, or enough to pay 7% per 
cent interest on $120,000,000 of capital. The 
most liberal estimate of the cost of the 
change in motive power was $120,000,000, 
while some of the estimates were as low as 
$75,000,000. 


Millions Will Be Saved. 
The importance of the proposed changes in 


motive power on railroads is beyond the 


mere saving in expenses. From all the fig- 
ures that have been prepared by electrica)] 
experts millions of dollars could be saved 
through the substitution, particularly in 
roads where traffic is heavy and train sery- 
ice frequent. The most'important thing in 
connection with the change, however, is 
employment would be given to thousands of 
men who are new idle and would cause a 
great increase in the manufacture of elec+ 
trical equipment. 

An evidence of the growing demand for 
electrical equipment is shown in the ad- 
vance in zinc ore, which is‘ largely used in 
connection with the development of elec- 
tricity. There are large zinc mines near 
Joplin, Mo., and shipments have been made 
during the present year of 12,000 tons of 
zinc ore to European countries. 

It is said the combination of the Siemens 
‘& Halske Electrical company with the 
Pennsylvania Iron company of Philadelphia 
was the result of the probable increase of 
orders for electrical equipment growing out 
of these prospective changes. If the -Penn- 
sylvania and the Lehigh Valley roads should 


adopt electricity as a motive power it would 


result in a great increase in the amount of 
electrical equipment required and. 
work for every electrical concern. 


Illinois Central Also. 

The Illinois Central railroad has all its 
plans drawn for equipping its suburban lines 
for electrical operation. It is claimed a sav- 
ing ‘has been figured out which would jus- 
tify the company in making the change, and 
if the directors should decide on electricity 
the change could be made without delay. 

For several weeks the Illinois Central has 
been busily engaged in laying new rails on 
its suburban tracks, and there is every indi- 


cation that in making the improvement the 
offieials have had in view the substitution of 


electricity for steam. The longest, heaviest, 
and finest steel rails are being put down, and 
the preliminary attachments for the use of 


electricity as a motive power are being put 
in place. 


TO MBRT CANADIAN PACIFIC RATES. 


Long and Short Haul Clause Suspended 
as to Business to the Kootenai 
District. 


The Interstate Commerce commission has 
decided to suspend until Jan. 1 the clause in 
the interstate commerce law regarding long 
and short hauls insofar as it concerns busi- 
ness to the Kootenai district. The reason 
for this is the Canadian Pacific has made 
concessions in freight rates which could not 
be met by competing roads running on Unit- 
ed States soil. An agreement is now said to 
have been practically arranged controlling 
rates from this district.

The charge of forgery, 
which was made against him a few days ago, 
will come up for hearing on Monday, and 
this case will, it is said, be as bitterly fought 
as the perjury case.
